■ one. In the most favorable cases 
j this parallax is extremely slight.

j a whole, is of much lighter material 
than the earth,, but yet there may 
be a hard and heux'y fiery pudding 
inside, for there is a light and thick 
outer coating, named the atmos¬ 
phere. Outside this, refining away 

■ to an unknown distance, Is the 
chromosphere of hot. air, so to 

'speak. The spots are rifts through 
the photosphere, coming and going, 
and some are so large that our 
whole earth could be shot right 
through, with a thousand miles to 
spare all around. Our sun is bc- 
jlicved to be a rather small one; for 
'instance, Sirius is at least nine

In almost every branch of industry 
machines are now used which do the 
work of hundreds or even thousands 
of hands, and year by year fresh 
and more wonderful inventions su¬ 
percede older ones. A few years atfo 
it took one man thirty-flve and a 
half hours of working timo to make 
a ton of hay, stack it, and make it 
into bales ready for sending away. 
By tho aid of various machines, in¬ 
cluding the new hydraulic hay-com¬ 
pressor, tho same work now occupies 
only eleven and a half hours of one 
man's time, and tho cost of each 
ton of hay is reduced by two dol¬ 
lars.

It is much bet¬ 
ter to cold starch goods over night. 
If a gloss on the right side is desdr- 
ed, us should be o-n sateen, when 
the whole garment hns # becn ironed 
on the wrong side, turn on the right 
M-de and iron the dry garment rap¬ 
idly with a rather hot iron. This 
will give it just the kind ofipolish 
it had when new. 

Muny prefer for fine muslins, dimi¬ 
ties and dark cambrics, gum arabic 
instead of starch. Wash a nd dry 
the garment. Dissolve one ounce of 
gum arabic in u little cold water, 
then pour on just, enough hot water 
is needed to wet the dies*,.

Soda 
is aiso good. Wet the burn and 
apply tho soda; wrap it up mid keep 
the sx>da moistened. 

TITE SUCCULENT OYSTER. 

There are few articles of food — 
possibly one—which contain more 
nutriment within small compass than 
oysters and eggs; and curiously en¬ 
ough, these widely dissimilar edi¬ 
bles have many more points than 
Ijhis in common. Doth contain un 
Albuminous admixture which in¬ 
creases in hardness and indigentibil- 
ji*y when exposed to too high a 
temperature for too long a period; 
ih other words, both must be cook- 
*jd quickly, if cooked at all, or their 
rnof.t valuable projicrtioH arc irre¬ 
coverably lost. In cooking either 
oysters or eggs for an invalid's con¬ 
sumption this important fact must 
ever be borne in mind, together with 
that other, no less important—i. e., 
that when an oyster is cooked too 
long it not only becomes tougn and 
indigestible, but it looses its distinc¬ 
tive flavor.. Oysters roasted in the 
shell form a delicious and nutritious 
dish for a delicate j»erfioii with a 
cupricious appetite. To cook them, 
place them cither in a hot oven or 
in a boiler, over a hot fire, having 
first brushed them carefully clean. 
They should be cooked very quickly, 
being turned once or twice in the 
process; then, when the shell bursts 
apart, the upper half of each should 
be removed and the oyster rerved on 
the remaining halves with a drawn 
butter sauce, some liny oyster 
crackers being served on an accom¬ 
panying dish. Three or four fresh, 
plump oysters, prepared in this man¬ 
ner und served on a doily-coverod 
tray, may be relied upon to coax the 
least hopeful of convalescents into 
assuming un appetite. 

TO WASH RUGS. 

Light fur rugs can quite easily be 
cleaned or washed at home. To dry 
cican, well loisten some sawdust 
with benzoline and rub this well in, 
changing ns it gets soiled, says 
Home Flint. If washed, make a 
I nice suds with soap Jelly and hot

When U. S. Ship President Wa3 
Taken and Docked.

"Okl man Hepner" was an original 
fellow, with a weil-developed sense 
of humor. Ho seldom did anything 
as another would do it, but his me¬ 
thod usually wus effective, and it 
was more than an even chance that 
a discerning man would find a choice 
bit of humor concealed somewhere in 
his every action. Hepner could ap¬ 
preciate a Joke all oy himself. The 
ayerago man wants companionship 
in his humor, but Ifcpncr needed 
none. He did not have to repeat a 
Joke or tell a story to some one else 
in order to enjoy the full flavor of 
it. It was enough for him that ho 
saw tho point, and in consequence ho 
hud developed a silent chuckle that 
was both mystifying and annoying. 
Tho corners of his mouth would be¬ 
gin to twitch, his eyes would twinkle 
merrily, and he would fairly Hhuko 
with suppressed merriment, but when 
asked what amused him ho w'ould 
give the unsatisfactory reply, "Oh, 
I was just thinking*" 

It was fortunate for Old Man Hcp- 
ncr, as he wus generally known, that 
he was thus constituted, for humor 
is essential to a proper enjoyment 
of life, and in his case there was 
little that was conducive to laugh¬ 
ter in his immediate surroundings. 
He had accumulated money by hard 
work and economy, and ho was de¬ 
cidedly averse to having it dissipat¬ 
ed by lavish and unnecessary expen¬ 
ditures. Herein he differed from his 
second wife and his children. His 
first wife, who had shared in his ear¬ 
ly hardships and struggles, had been 
careful and saving, but his second 
wife regarded a wealthy husband as 
little else than a banker who should 
honor all drafts up to tho limit of 
his resources. When this limit was 
reached it would bo no more than 
considerate for him to die and per¬ 
mit her to acquire another banker 
by matrimonial purchase. But old 
men with young wives sometimes 
look at tlicso things differently, and 
Hepner. with his usual forethought, 
would not let present pleasure b ind 
him to future needs. lie thought of 
his grandchildren, while his child¬ 
ren thought of themselves. Tho lat¬ 
ter joined with the stepmother in her 
efforts to make inroads on tho for¬ 
tune. They had not appreciated his 
early struggles, and their social and 
other ambitions wore of the expen¬ 
sive kind. They were in need of 
money all the time.

To prove this assertion tho physi¬ 
cian points to the fact that where 
coarse breads are used the disease is 
unknown, but that ns soon us the 
fine breudfituffs urc introduced ap¬ 
pendicitis comes along as a sequence. 

By this reasoning il is shown that 
the pooplq of agricultural communi¬ 
ties who secured their flour from the 
small mills did not liavo the disease 
until the small mills were crowded 
out by tho larger ones and fine 
white flour supplanted the coarse. 

Then the negroes of the south so 
long us they uto corn bread were 
free from the disease, but when the 
new process flour began to be used 
the disease came nmoiig them. Tho 
same results attended the departure 
of tho Ucrmun folks from their 
course bread to the refined flour. 

DISEASE RARE BEFORE 1875. 

"I can remember thut prior to 
about 1875," said Dr. Howurd, 
"that there was little or none of the 
’ailment among the people. In 25 
years of practice among the people 
before thut time 1 do not think I 
»uw more than 40 cases of appendi¬ 
citis. Now they are common. 

"Large and extended changes in 
the diet of jieople has contributed to 
this. For exumple, ubout the date 
mentioned there began to be a gen¬ 
eral change from the old method of 
grinding grain to the present me¬ 
thod of roller mills and excessively 
fine bolting cloths. This plan of 
milling began first in tho large cities, 
nnd uppendicitis began to increase 
there. Later the now process crowd¬ 
ed out the small mills in the coun¬ 
try, and the people could not got 
flour made by tho old processes. 
They bought products of the large 
milling establishments, and then the 
farmers began to have appendicitis. 

"Still the negroes of tlie south did 
not have it, but in time they began 
to get away from their pluin corn 
bread, and they, too, began to have 
appendicitis. So it goes. They did 
not havo appendicitis in Germany 
until they began to out fine flour 
and put in the new process of mill¬ 
ing after our fashion. Now they 
have appendicitis in Genyiuny Just 
as we do. 

BIS A RIt A NG ES O RG A NS. 

"Experienced millers will tell you 
that tho fine flour is a less desirable 
flour than that made by the old pro¬ 
cess. but the trade demands it chief¬ 
ly on uccount of its whiteness. On 
account of its indigestibility the dis¬ 
arrangement of the digestive organs 
of the people eating it has greatly 
increased.

A strungo story comes from tho 
little town of Cundcte, in tho south¬ 
east of Spain.

pers. When the collectors arrived 
they were driven off with sticks and 
stones. But such lawlessness could 
not Ik? left unpunished. A week or 
two later a battalion of cavalry de¬ 
scended suddenly upon the town and 
arrested every grown man in iho 
place. They were only released up¬ 
on paying the tuxes nnd the costs of 
the proceedings, besides an indemnity 
to tho injured tax gatherers. 

Candete is not the only town 
whose inhabitants have got into 
trouble over the question of taxes. 
No fewer than 8,000 warrants have 
juftt been issued in the French De¬ 
partment of the Eastern Pyrenes, 
and that number of householders 
havo been arrested. These include 
tho heads of almost every family in 
five different townships. This whole¬ 
sale logul action is the direct re¬ 
sult of tho present low price of wine. 
Tho arrested men are ail wine grow¬ 
ers, who havo refused to pay their 
taxes ns a protest against a refusal 
on tlie part of tho Government to 
give them financial assistance. 

A SIBERIAN TOWN 
in the district of Smeinsk, posses 
ing the extraordinary name of Scho- 
monnjewskoje, was temporarily de¬ 
populated two years ago. The law 
of tho district is that each town 
must attend to the repairs not only 
of its own streets but of tho roads 
for some distance around. The peo¬ 
ple of the town in question became 
careless in this respect. They were 
warned several times, but still noth¬ 
ing was done. Tho governor of tho 
province heppev/jd to travel through 
tho district, and his tarautuss stuck 
in a quagmire on thv main road. A 
few days later a ioitc of soldiers ar¬ 
rested 1,400 of the inhabitants.

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1 FUEL OF REFUSE MATERIAL. 

Eighty-Nine Factories in Germany 
Making It. 

A report from United States Con¬ 
sul Mason, at J erlin. gives details 
of the Herman li.Uustiy oi manu¬ 
facturing fuel known as briquettes 
from brown coal, carbonized peut, 
coal dust, etc. Mr. Mason says thui 
at the close of 1UOO there were in 
Germany HU manufactories of fuel 
briquettes, some of which annually 
produce more than 100,000 tons 
each. The processes employed in 
France and Hermany have long pass¬ 
ed the experimental stuge and be¬ 
come a standard commercial indus- 
t ry. 

Jf Americans,” su>s Mr. Mason, 
“are really interested in the subject 
there is no need that they should 
lisle any large sums of money in 
uncertain experiments. They have 
only to study the machinery und 
methods employed in European 
countries, compare their crude ma¬ 
terials with there found und used 
here, and they can thus start ut the 
point of technical knowledge which 
Europeans have reached after many 
years of experience. 

“There are experienced engineers 
and a dozen manufacturers of bri¬ 
quette making nuichinery who would 
gladly co-operate in these tests, and 
would 

U UN LSI I M A CIIIN ER Y 
adapted to working the material 
thus technically denned. Upon a 
basis of such tests, plans and esti¬ 
mates ““could be obtained for the 
erection of plants with specified 
daily capacity." 

Mr. Mason gives the names anil 
addresses of a number of Herman 
firms engaged in the business. He 
says thut briquette works are di¬ 
vided in respect to the material 
employed into two general cIushps—- 
viz., those which make briquettes 
from brown coal (lignite) or car¬ 
bonized p<at, with or without the 
addition of a bituminous matrix or 
binder, and, second, those which use 
as a basic material coal diwt or 
slack—the wuste oi soft coal mines. 

Several processes have recently 
been invented and patented by 
which artificial coal or briquettes 
have been more or loss successfully 
produced from peat by the applica¬ 
tion of machinery or methods not 
yet fully established on an industrial 
bams. These are described by Mr. 
Mason. The report concludes : 

"Turf briquettes ordinarily con¬ 
tain about 60 por cent, of inflam¬ 
mable elements, -the remainder being 
made up of inorganic ash and water. 
They are thus inferior as fuel to 
briquettes made from brown coal, 
which average 70 per cent, or more 
of inflammable matter. Doth repre¬ 
sent in their present form the ut¬ 
most that science has been able to 
do in utilizing inferior and other¬ 
wise almost worthless materials to 
supplement and eke out the insuffi¬ 
cient coal aupply of European coun¬ 
tries."

GUADALUPE SHRINE. 

THE MOST DEARLY BELOVED 8POT 
IN OLD MEXICO. 


Thonaandi From All Over the Coun¬ 
try Make pilerlmagea to the Little 
Village Each Year—The Story That 
la Handed Down hr Tradition. 

There is no spot in all Mexico as 
dearly beloved as the Httle town of 
Guadalupe, which Is two and a half 
miles north of the City of Mexico. 

The little village has only 3,000 souls, 
but many more thousands visit the 
place on certain days in the year when 
pilgrimages are made to the holy 
shrine of Guadalupe. 

The 1st of January and the 12th of 
each month the faithful visit this place 
and toil up the hill on which it is said 
that the virgin Guadalupe appeared to 
Juan Diego, an Indian boy. 

According to tradition, Juan was 
trudging over the hiU of Tepeyac on 
his way to the city on the morning of 
Dec. 9, 1531, mid ns he reached the 
eastern slope of the hill he heard 
sounds like music. lie stopped to lis¬ 
ten, and at that moment a cloud ap¬ 
peared and in the midst of It a beauti¬ 
ful lady. She told him to go to the 
bishop In her name and to tell him that 
It was her wish that a church should 
be built on that spot, where she would 
always be found to give aid to all In 
trouble. Juan Diego hurried to the 
bishop with the story of the virgin, but 
no attention was paid to It Upon his 
return home the lady appeared again 
In the same spot and urged Juan to go 
again to the bishop. 

The following day was the Sabbath, 
and after mass Juan found the bishop 
and repeated the message once more. 
The bishop told him to bring a sign 
from the virgin. Juan saw the virgin 
again upon his return home, and she 
promised to give him a sign, which she 
did on Dec. 12 as he was going to con¬ 
fession. He passe this time near the 
foot of the hill, where she appeared 
once more, and while In conversation 
with Juan she stnmped her foot by 
way of emphasis, and water flowed at 
once from the dry, barren hillside, and 
two holy wells mark that spot today.

Its treasures 
can be counted by millions. It was 
dedicated May 1, 1709, and is 184 feet 
long by 122 feet wide. It has a vaulted 
roof, supported by Corinthian columns. 
The whole is surmounted by a dome, 
the lantern of which is 121 feet above 
the tloor. The building cost $1,181,000. 
The jewels, gold and silver plate and 
other rich belongings nearly all belong 
to the government and are estimated 
at $2,000,000 more. 

The church possesses a very costly 
crown for the virgin. It Is of solid 
gold and weighs many pounds. There 
are six shields on the crown for the 
six archbishops of Mexico, and they 
arc all surrounded by diamonds. There 
are a number of angels, each having nn 
immense ruby on the breast, while the 
rest of the surface of the crown is eov- 
eied with sapphires and emeralds. This

. <a je, holding aloft a large diamond

The poor pilgrims are not able, many 
of them, to form an Idea of the rich¬ 
ness of this chureli, with its commun¬ 
ion rail and balustrades from the 
sanctuary to the choir of solid silver.

Far up in northern Holland among 
the dikes and canals of the little king¬ 
dom lies Broeck, the original Spotless 
Town.

In addition to these established rules 
it is the custom for every citizen who 
secs a leaf or a bit of straw blown be¬ 
fore his house by the wind to pick it 
up ami throw it Into the canal. The 
people go 500 paces out of the village 
to dust their shoes. Dozens of boys 
are paid to blow the dust from be¬ 
tween the bricks in the streets four 
times an hour. In certain houses the 
guests are carried over the threshold 
so as not to soil the pavements. At 
one time the mania for cleaning in 
Broeck reached such a point that the 
housewives of the village neglected 
even their religious duties for scrub¬ 
bing and washing. The village pastor,

HIGHWAYS IN EUROPE. 

France Has Best Laws for Build¬ 
ing and Repairing Roads. 

Two hundred years ago England 
had the worst roads in tho world, 
because the peasantry living on tho 
roads alone were required to work 
them. In speaking of them Mac- 
auluy says “that a route connecting 
two great towns which have a largo 
and flourishing trade with each 
other should be maintained at the 
cost of the rural population scatter¬ 
ed between them is manifestly un¬ 
just. It wus not until many toll 
bars had been violently pulled down, 
until tho troops had in many in¬ 
stances been forced to act against 
the people, and until much blood 
had been shed that a good system 
■ was introduced." Every class now 
.contributes to the maintenance of 
'the road system in England. Tho 
I French have probably the most elli- 
jeient laws and regulations in tho 
world for tho building and repairing 
j of highways. The Minister of Public 
Works has the general superintend¬ 
ence of all roads and ways by lund 
or by water. There are four classes 
of road recognized by law, namely : 
|(1) national, (2) departmental, (3) 

J military, (4) cross roads. National 
roads are built and kept up by tho 
national treasury. Departmental 
1 roads are a charge upon the depart¬ 
ments through which they pass, and 
I part of the military roads are kept 
up by tho Government and a part 
I by tiie departments through which 
the roads pass. 

1 The cross roads are kept up by 
the communes, though sometimes in 
| thifily populated regions these com¬ 
munes receive assistance from the 
|Government, especially when these 
j roads become of importance. 

The national roads are paved like 
a street, having an average width of 
52J feet. The departmental roads 
are 31) feet wide, and tho military 
and cross roads are of variable 
width. Piles of broken stone are 
placed at convenient distances and a 
man is constantly employed in re¬ 
pairing each section.

BAD SAYS STJBGE0N 
OF THE KING. 


Lid Be Used as Help to Phy¬ 
sicians Instead of Being 

V Stamped Out. 

Sir Francis Treves, one of the 
surgeons to the King during his re¬ 
cent illness, delivered an address on 
modern surgery at the Liverpool 
University College recently, in which 
ho demonstrated in language which 
was not technical and in better 
shape than any of his recent utter¬ 
ances the nature of the revolution of 
medical and surgical science within 
this generation. 

The old idea, he said, was that 
every symptom of disease was 
wholly noxious and needed to be 
stamped out by violence. If the 
patient vomited, the vomiting must 
bo stopped. If he coughed, the 
cough must cease. If he failed to 
take food, he must be made to cat. 
Not for a moment could it be con¬ 
sidered that there was any benevo¬ 
lent purpose in these phenomena. 

Not only was there nothing preter¬ 
natural in the diseuse, but it was 
the outcome of natural processes, and 
there were evidences to show that 
many of its manifestations und 
methods were marked by purpose, 
and that purpose a beneficent one. 
The time will como when many so- 
called symptom disease expressions 
would be recognized as the natural 
cfTort toward a cure. This might 
be followed in connection with the 
symptoms of the diseuse familiar by 
tho uncouth name of appendicitis, 
where trouble occurred in the appen¬ 
dix wall of tho little tube which be¬ 
came perforated and poison found 
its way into the sensitive cavity of 
the abdomen. Tho perforation was 
sudden and accidental, and might be 
preceded by no warning sign. 

SYMPTOMS BENEVOLENT. 

The manifestations which followed 
are termed symptoms of peritonitis. 
They are distressing and urgent, but 
are all benevolent in intent, and the 
outcome of nature's vigorous elTort 
to minimize a calamity and save the 
patient's life. 

Intense pain and collapse imposed 
upon the victim absolute rest, and, 
more than that, enforced rest in the 
most advantageous posture of re¬ 
cumbency. He is rendered helpless 
at tho moment when any movement 
might bo attended with disaster. His 
sickness and nausea which attended 
it secured the emptying of the nli- 
; mentary canal, and this forbade the 
j introduction of fresh material into 
the intestine which was best placed 
1 for recovery. When least occupied 
j the skin of tho abdomen became 
acutoly sensitive, and so protected 
the damaged parts from disturb¬ 
ance and pressure. This was most 
necessary, and was further secured 
by another symptom—t.hc remnrkublo 
rigidity of the abdominal wall and 
tho manifestations of peritonitis 
which begin to appear.

England Has No More—Ireland

INTO BAN KKUTi U X. 

Heavier Taxation Is Needed 
solvency Is to Be 
Averted. 


Not since the collapse of tho land 
boom, which wrecked so many banks 
and other financial institutions, and 
reduced so many people from opu¬ 
lence to poverty, have times been so 
hard as they now are. Seven or 
eight seasons of successive drought 
in the arid regions of Australia have 
led to an enormous loss of stock, 
which will seriously affect this 
year’s export of wool and frozen 
mutton. Locally, the immediate ef¬ 
fect hus been to increase the price 
of beef and mutton enormously, and 
so many people are out of work that 
both articles of consumption have 
got beyond their reach. The unem¬ 
ployed can be counted by hundreds 
in all the cities and towns of the 
continent, especially in Victoria, 
South Australia, New South Wales, 
and Queensland. Tho cities of Ade¬ 
laide, Melbourne, Sydney, and Bris¬ 
bane are- full of able-bodied men who 
can find no work to do, and tho 
whole outlook is most disheartening. 
Australia is literally groaning under 
its enormous load of debt, and State 
Governments have a difficult prob¬ 
lem to solve in the financial position 
which confronts them. 

They have borrowed to such an ex¬ 
tent that the flotation of further 
loans in London is anything but an 
easy thing to do, and in most of the 
states large deficits are shown on the 
year’s transactions. Rigid retrench¬ 
ment and economy, as well as fur¬ 
ther taxation, are'the only means 
j by which the states can extricate 
thcmsQives from the financial straits 
they have got themselves into by 
j piling up the public debt and rcck- 
j less expenditure upon unproductive 
‘works. In Victoria a crisis has 
; taken place within the pust few 
duys, and Parliament has been dis¬ 
solved. The Government proposed 
to make percentage reductions in the 
salaries and wages of public ser¬ 
vants. starting with salaries of £125 
a year upward. The House declar¬ 
ed against beginning so iow down 
the scale us £125, and thereupon the 
Government asked for a dissolution 
and got it. 

HEAVIER TAXATION. 

If bankruptcy is to be avoided, 
heavier taxation must bo imposed 
upon those best able to boar it: but 
the Government showed no desire to 
I do this, and therefore tho strong 
! probability is that they will get 
badly beaten in this unexpected ap¬ 
peal to the constituencies. The 
State of Victoria has been drifting 
j back for years at the rate of half a 
I million pounds annually. The rail- 
j ways have been starved, and tho 
|managers now report that the ex¬ 
penditure of £100,000 is at once 
needed to make the lines safe for 
(traffic. The seriousness of the fin¬ 
ancial position it would be impossi¬ 
ble to exaggerate: yet the Irvine 
I Government talks about a saving of 
i £75,000 from the sulnries and wages 
of public servants, und the reduc- 
I lion of the number of members of 
Parliament, with a small percentage 
diminution of their pay, as efficient 
! to meet the situation. 

All the other states are impecuni¬ 
ous and overburdened with debt, the 
I interest on which is sapping the life 
blood out of them: and New Zealand 
is in even a worse condition than 
any of them, us un examination of 
its accounts will demonstrate to any 
competent financier who undertakes 
to analyze them critically. In New 
Zealand, as in Australia, the trust 
funds have been resorted to in order 
to provide money which cannot be 


In spite of the fact that modern 
machinery for making butter hus 
largely taken the place of the old 
dash churn and butter worker, even 
on the farm mistakes arc frequently 
made which cause rapid deterioration t 
in butter, after it has been manu¬ 
factured, says Live &tock Indica¬ 
tor. It is true, of course, that Just 
as good butter can bo made on the 
farm as in tho creamery, the lower 
prices which are paid for home- • 
made butter being due to the fuct 
that it is impossible for dealers to 
obtain uniform quality from farm¬ 
ers. On the other hand creameries 
manufacture such quantity that sev¬ 
eral hundred pounds, and possibly 
several thousand pounds, n.iay bo 
produced in one day, all of which is 
of uniform quality. Even from day 
to day conditions ave such in a 
large croamery that there is very 
little variation in the product if tho 
creamery man is a skillful operator. 

One of the most common mistakes 
is made by those who manufacture 
their butter largo as an egg, or even 
larger. When buttermilk is drawn 
away from butter in this condition 
the whole becomes a solid mass ai-. 
most from tho beginning. W'hcii in 
this condition it is almost impossi¬ 
ble to salt it evenly, and the endea¬ 
vor to properly mix salt with it 
frequently brings about destruction 
of its grain. W'o know of instances 
where butter is allowed to stand for 
a few hours and is worked over two 
or threo and sometimes four times in 
order to remove the streaks and to 
obtain a proper mixture of salt. 

The difficulty of producing butter 
of uniform character in regard to 
the salt content could be entirely re¬ 
moved if the churning process is 
stopped when the product is in gran¬ 
ular condition. There will be prac¬ 
tically no loss if churning ceases 
when the particles arc tho size of 
wheat grains. While in this condi¬ 
tion the buttermilk may be drawn 
off and xi strainer placed over the 
drainage hole, so that none of tho 
granules will bo lost. While in this 
condition the salt should be sprinkl¬ 
ed over the butter, so that a small 
amount of labor is required to cause 
an even admixture of butter a ,K * 
salt. At this time it should be 
worked but very little and after¬ 
wards allowed to stand a few hours, 
during which time the particles of 
suit will become dissolved. 

If worked again the while streaks 
that are frequently due to the pre¬ 
sence of salt grains will become 
thoroughly mixed, so that the but¬ 
ter will be of uniform color. The 
second mixture will also tend to re¬ 
move a portion of the water that 
would otherwise remain, and its re¬ 
moval will invariably improve the 
keeping quality of the product.

WHY WE EAT SALT. 

It Is an Indispensable Element 
Food. 

While many treatises on dietetics 
dcul with salt as if it were merely 
a condiment, it is universally re¬ 
cognized to be something more. In¬ 
deed, it is an indispensable element 
of the food of man and animals. 

A well known authority asserts 
that whenever the annual consump¬ 
tion of salt falls below twenty lbs. 
per head of the population the pub¬ 
lic health is likely to suffer. In re¬ 
gions of the earth where salt is 
a scarce article it is regarded ns a 
substance of great vulue. Salt star¬ 
vation is, in its way, as distressing 
as thirst or hunger, although it 
shows itself in a difTerent way. 

"The want of suit," says the Me¬ 
dical Press, "does not produce a 
definite disease, but reduces the vi¬ 
tality of the body as a wlvole, fso 
that the persons deprived of it fall 
more readily victims to prevailing 
epidemics, as well us endemic mulu- 
dies." 

We use salt because there are salts 
in our food in Its unrefined stale, as 
nature prepares it, before it is skin¬ 
ned and boned, peeled and cooked; 
und we must replace these salts, or 
our bodies will not be fully benefit¬ 
ed by what we eat. 

Wo use salt also because our blood 
coutuins it, likewise our muscles, 
our nerves. and, indeed, our whole 
bodies; and it gets used up during 
j the life processes constantly being 
j carried on within us.

• foods and that required for oiif liv¬ 
ing bodies is not common suit, but 
a combination of that substance with 
{phosphates and other things, which 
urc even more ncccssury and more 
natural than common‘salt itself.

Good horses 
of all the classes we jinivc named are 
very scarce in the country and in 
some cases cannot be had for iovo 
or money. This condition prevails 
in the United States also and to a 
very lurge extent in the horse breed¬ 
ing districts of Europe. A profita¬ 
ble market Is therefore assured the 
horses of the right type for several 
years to come. 

Rut care and skill are necessary in 
breeding horses of the right type for 
the .market ol* to-day. No haphaz¬ 
ard methods will suffice. The se¬ 
lection of both mures and sin I Rons 
should be carefully made. So *fnr 
ns the latter arc concerned breeders 
will have a Large number of import¬ 
ations chiefly of heavy draft clas¬ 
ses to choose from. And us fur as 
we arc able to learn these importa¬ 
tions arc of a high standard ns re¬ 
gards quality and if taken ml vant¬ 
age of as they should be by farmers, 
will do much to improve the quality 
of Cnuudiun horses. These import¬ 
ations, however, mean the expendi¬ 
ture of large sums of money by 
someone, und farmers should not 
look for the services of imported an¬ 
imals at a fee such as they would 
pay for some of the scrub, nonde¬ 
script stallions that aro all too 
numerous in this country. it pays 
I to raise only the best ty|x*s of horses 
( if you raise any at nil and these 
i cannot be got but by brooding to 
the very best sires ami the extra 
{charge for such service will be very 
much more than made up by the en¬ 
hanced value of the offspring. Care¬ 
ful breeding and careful feeding will 
bring success. 


LIME AS A FERTILIZER. 

Lime is not a commercial fertiliz¬ 
er in the-strict sense, but an indirect 
! fertilizer, which all farmers ought (•» 
be familiar with and use. Our 
farmers use lime about once in five 
'years. They use it for two reasons: 
First because they want it to act 
upon the insoluble plant food mi l 
make it available, and in the sec¬ 
ond place, it is good for sour land, 
land that has been funned a good 
while and an acid has developed. 
Ten or 20 bushels lime per acre will 
neutralize the acid. Sometimes clov¬ 
er docs not grow well und farmers 
say it probably needs lime. 


STABLE SANITATION. 

Whitewash will kill nml hoid nil 
germs with < which it comes in con- 
! tact.. It has the effect of making the 
{burn or inclosure lighter and much 
! more wholesome for the animals 
j contained in it. Whitewash can be 
; put on with a good spray pump 
, made for that purpose, or with a 
I brush. On rough walls, the inii- 
■ torial should be very thick, especial¬ 
ly for the first coat. The interior 
of any building sprayed several 
times during the season will be 
much less liable to spread germs iu 
the milk and other substances. 

GRAIN FEED FOR CALVES. . 

An excellent grain feed for calu 
is oats und corn, equal parts, 
ground. If oats are hot obtuiri 
use bran or ground wheat screen¬ 
ings. Sheaf oats is also excellent. 
If corn Is not avuilubie or too high 
priced, oats will do well.

NOTES AND COMMENTS . 

The English educational system is 
at loose ends. It lacks the coher¬ 
ence, precision, and neatness which 
one fln&s In the educational system 
of I* ranee. Is it not strange, there¬ 
fore, that morning after morning tlie 
English despatches try to give a 
new explanation of the education 
bill, and morning after morning the 
public is plunged into deeper per¬ 
plexity. There ore certain salient 
facts, however, which no amount of 
explanation cay. obscure. These 
facts should be used as the drown¬ 
ing man uses straws. These arc the 
only things which seem likely to 
keep the reading public from drown¬ 
ing in words. There are in England 
at the present time just about 20,- 
000 elementary schools. All these 
schools have a financial connection 
with the Government. About 0,000 
of them, however, arc strictly secu¬ 
lar schools, called board schools, 
managed by school boards. In their 
case the Government, through the 
school boards, pays all bills and as¬ 
sumes ail responsibility and author¬ 
ity. The remaining 14,000 schools 
uro called voluntary schools. They 
arc supported in lurgcjmrt by re¬ 
ligious denominations. About 3 2,- 
«to0 of them belong to the Anglicans 
and 1,000 to the (Ionian Catholics, 
'the rest arc in the control of the 
Non-conformists, that is, of Protest¬ 
ants who are outside the Churcn of 
England. Now the new bill t'ukes 
all the voluntary schools and pro¬ 
vides for their support from public 
rates and taxes. Their management 
will remain practically what it is 
now. The secular authorities will 
appoint only ^ one-third of their 
managers or trustees; the remaining 
two-thirds will continue to Ik* Angli¬ 
can**. Homan Catholics, Wcsleyans, 
baptists, and 1’resbyterians, us be¬ 
fore. 

Where, then, is the injustice of 
which the Presbyterians, baptists, 
and Wcsleyans complain? Will not 
their schools fare just as well a» the 
schools of their antagonists? The 
Anglican schools will be supported 
by the state, it is true, but so will 
those which arc in the hands of any 
other religious denomination. Even 
now voluntary schools receive Gov- 
ewnment aid. When the bill Is pass¬ 
ed they will receive complete gov¬ 
ernment support. What Is the dif¬ 
ference in principle? To these ques¬ 
tions the Nonconformists return the 
answer that the Anglicans are just 
now much more strongly intrenched 
in elementary education than they 
are, and that the new bill aims at 
making this temporary Anglican ad¬ 
vantage jK*rmanent. Drawing com¬ 
plete support from the Government, 
the Anglicans will keep their pre- 
s/i.t position for ever. The Noncon¬ 
formist schools uro comparatively 
fiV in number. They will receive 
cuiiipnrutively little benefit from the 
new subsidies. In fact, the Non¬ 
conformist idea seems to be that if 
all the schools were luken over by 
t be : late ;l n<l secularized In the same 
way in which the board schools are 
now secularized, the goal of pro¬ 
gressive liberalism would have been 
reached. The Anglicans are stand¬

TO DEDICATE NILE DAM. 

Duke of Connaught Will Open the 
Sluices. 

A despatch from Cairo soys; Offi¬ 
cial arrangements for the dedication 
of the dam on the Nile ut Assouan 
are complete. The Duke and Duch¬ 
ess of Connaught will arrive hero 
December 6, and, along with the 
Khedive, will go by special train 
next day to Luxor, whence they will 
take a steamer to Assouan, arriving 
December 9th. The inauguration 
takes place on the afternoon of De¬ 
cember JOtli. On December 10 the 
party, including the guests, goes to 
AfSiout on steamboats. Tlie follow¬ 
ing day the supplementary dam at 
Assiout will be inspected, after which 
the jmrty will return to Cairo. The 
ceremony of inauguration consists 
in laying the last stone and opening 
a number of sluices to let the wa¬ 
ter flow down the river. 

The Assouan dam built across the 
Nile is the greatest work of the 
kind over attempted. As n triumph 
of engineering it stands perhaps at 
the head of human achievements. It 
has cost a little more than $25,- 
000,000. It is nearly a mile and a 
half long, thirty-eight feet high, and 
is pierced by 180 sluice gates, which 
are opened pud shut by machinery 
and regulate the flow of water in the 
river. The supplementary dam at 
Assioiit, a few miles up the river, is 
intended as a re-enforcement of the 
great dam to assist it by hreuking 
the force of the spring floods and re¬ 
straining 1 hem in a local reservoir 
capable of storing more than 1 ,- 
000,000,000 cubic feet of water. By 
means of these dams the surplus wa¬ 
ters will be stored in the rainy sea¬ 
son and released in the time of 
drought. This system of irrigation 
will make capable of cultivation vast 
areas of what is considered the rich¬ 
est soil in the world, nni the effect 
of the harvests thus obtained on the 
food markets is worth considering.

rica), announces that the force 
comn anried by Holoncl Swnync, 
which was tli tea toned with destruc¬ 
tion by ihe army commandeil by the 
Mad Mullah, has reached ilohotle in 
safety. 

Hen. Manning's message adds ;— 

"Colonel Swaync’s force wns not 
attacked during the retirement. The 
situation, consequently, is more sat¬ 
isfactory, but do not cancel the or¬ 
ders warning the Punjab regiment 
to be in i cadi ness in case it is 
wanted, as further dcveJoinnents 
must lie awaited. The wounded arc 
all doing well, and no anxiety con¬ 
cerning the wounded officers need be 
felt. The Aden detachment Is ex¬ 
pected to-day, and will go forward 
to-morrow." 

Tho news from Somaliland caused 
great satisfaction here, and relieved 
the keen anxiety felt as to the fate 
of the British expedition. Hen. 
Manning's message was promptly 
forwarded to King Edward. 


CATTLE EMBARGO STAYS. 

Government May Extend Period 
Before Slaughter. 

A despatch from London ways: The 
British Government again refuses to 
remove the embargo against t'an- 
ndinn cattle, which, indeed, is only 
removable by Act. of Parliament. It 
seems probable, however, that the 
request of'the Canadian Government 
will be acceded to that the period 
within which Canadian cattle must 
be slaughtered after landing at Dept¬ 
ford and other ports will be extend¬ 
ed from 10 days to n further period. 
Overwhelming evidence presented 
from Ottawa makes it impossible for 
the Board of Agriculture to longer 
maintain that any danger of disease 
from Canadian cattle exists. The 
urgent request, from tlie Argentine 
Government for the admission of Ar¬ 
gentine cattle on an equal footing 
with Canadian will not likely be 
granted.

FEWER FAILURES. 

But Speculative Enterprise In¬ 
creases Amounts. 

I A despatch from London »ay«: 
Some interesting statistics regard¬ 
ing tiie fluctuations of insolvency in 
particular trades arc given in the 
nineteenth report of the Jnspeclor- 
Gcnernl of Bankruptcy. During 1901 
there were 151 fewer failures than 
in 1900, but a slight increase in tho 
ef/ti mated liabilities. The total 
number of bankruptcy cases during 
1901 was 7,613, and the liabilities 
ns estimated l>y debtors £10,71)4,- 
761. with losses to creditors of 
£8,314,303. This was £47,518 less 
than the losses to creditors during 
1900. Out of sixty-five groups of 
particular trades, thirty-one nhow 
an increase of liabilities amounting 
to £1,5912.625 and thirty-four a de¬ 
crease of £1,574,86.9. The building 
trade shows a considerable improve¬ 
ment, the number of failures being 
319 less und the amount of liabilities 
£393,571 less than in 1900. The 
largest increase is in the metal 
trades, being £354.061, while mer¬ 
chants show an increase of £181,- 
936. timber merchants £155,917, 
and tho shipping trade £138,918.

The Practice U'n» Inntltnted by the 
lOnrly Homan Hnlers. 

The practice of kissing the liundi 
was instituted by the early Roman 
rulers us a nmrk of subjection ns much 
us one of respect, nml under the first 
Cuesar the custom wus kept up, but 
only for n time. 

These worthies conceived the Idea 
that the proper homage duo to their 
exalted station called for less familiar 
modes of obeisance, so the privilege 
of kissing the emperor's hand was re¬ 
served as n special mark of condescen¬ 
sion or distinction for officers of high 
rank. 

No such restriction, liowovor, wai 
placed on the emperors themselves, 
who, if they wished to confer slgnui 
honor on any of their subjects, kissed 
either the mouths or the eyes of those 
they wished specially to favor, the kiss 
generally intimating some promotion 
or personal satisfaction for some 
achievement. 

Roman fathers considered tho prac¬ 
tice of kissing of so delicate a nature 
that they never kissed their wives In 
the presence of their daughters. 

Then, too, only the nearest relatives 
were allowed to kiss their kindred of 
the gentler sex on the mouth, for In 
those days, ns now, kissing was not a 
mere arbitrary sign, but it was th« 
spontaneous language of the affections, 
especially that of love. 

rmler the Homans If a lover kissed 
his betrothed before marriage she in¬ 
herited half of his worldly goods in the 
event of Ids death before the marriage 
ceremony, and if she died her heritage 
descended to her nearest relatives.
